HORRIDLE OUTRAGE. 


The execution of William Smith, a 
citizen of New-York, at Savannah, for at- 
tempting to assist a black. slave and her 
child to escape from her master, a crime 
however puntshahle as a misdemeanor 
and offence against the local reguiations 
of any community, yet by no means @ 
capital offence to be expiated only by 
death, is so horrid an outrage upon the 
rights of humanity, that, the voice of ab« 
horrence and execration ought to be rais- 
ed arainst it from one end. of the conti- 
nent to the other. Biood for blood, 
death for treason, and capital punish- 
ments for some very few other offences, 
are sanctionedby the laws ef civilized 
society. Death for stealing but rarely 
stains the criminal code of any christian 
country——savages would biush to be 
cuilty of inflicting it On this subject 
there can be very littie diversity of opin- 
ion. Whatever power the state of 
Georgia possesses over ber own citizens, 
it can never be expected that she can 
hang or burn. the inhabitants of other 
states for offenees considered venial in 
those states, without exciting loud mur- 
murs of discontent. Suppose the moth- 
er and her child werth even a thousand 
dollars—she attempts to deprive her 
master ofso much preperty—he assists 
ier in this attempt,and for his sympathet- 
ic and benevolent aid he is Aanged as a 
malefuctor.
